Col. Kerens declined to discuss his* 
ambassadorship Thursday, smilingly 
shaking his head in response to in- 
quiries as to whether he was a candi- 
date for the appointment, or whether 
his friends wére urging the President 
to name him as a consolation for his 
defeat in the senatorial contest and in 
recognition of his financial aid to the 
party. 

The post pays $17,500 and entails so- 
cial responsibilities that require the ex- 
penditure of three times that sum. 

It has been the life-long ambition of 
Col. “erens to become United States 
Senator. In those years when Mis- 
souri kept its Democratic majority close 
te the 50,000 mark, Col. Kerens was free 
with his money in aiding a hopeless Re- 
ne fight. 


mn Horrizon as Candidate. 
In time it did, and four years ago 


when the Republicans, to their surprise, 
found a Republican majority in the 
Legislature, Col. Kerens appeared on 
the horizon as a candidate for the 
United States senatorship. It mattered 
‘not that the party caucus had pledged 
members of the 
Legi#iatiire to vote for Thomas K. 
Niedringhaus, chairman of the State 
Committee, who had led the party to 
victory. 

When the vote was taken on the sen- 
atorship, a few Republicans bolted and 
voted for Kerens. This prevented the 
election of Niedringhaus, but there were 
not enough votes to elect Kerens. 


Col. Richard C. 


Started Compaign Early. 

Immediately after that defeat, Col. 
Kerens began making plans to succeed 
S or Stone in 1909. He had some 
friends in nearly every county in Mis- 
souri and mo expense ./as spared in 
enabling’ them to build up a Kerens 
organization which would insure the 
nomination and election of a Kerens 
man to the Legislature in 1908. 

With the passage of the senatorial 
primary law in 1907, Kerens adopted a 
new line of fight. He appeared as an 
editor-candidate, purchasing a large in- 
terest in the German-American Press 
Association, which controlled one En- 
glish and several German papers. From 
time to time these papers published edi- 
torials urging Kerens for the Senate. 

The leading candidate against him was 
Lieutenant-Governor John C. McKinley, 
who easily won the contest over Ker- 
ens. : 

Kerens’ expense account, filed after 
the election, showed he had spent $59,000. 
This was itemized and showed that he 
had-contributed large sums to the com- 
mittees, and that he,had spent $2000 for 
a special train for Speaker “annon t9 
tour Southern and Southwest Missouri. 
Col. Kerens accompanied Speaker Can- 
bon and conducted his own campaign 
from the train. 

One of the arguments used in «erens’ 
behalf during the campaign and during 
his bolt on Niedringhaus four years 
ago was that he had always contributed 
liberally to the Republican campaign 
committees and that the party owed 
him the honor of being Senator. 

Party Did Not Respond. 

The party did net respond, however, 
to this argument, and Kerens has been 
steadily refused an. official return for 
the money spent by him. The word 
which now comes from Washington in 
dispatches is that Kerens is to be rec- 
ognized by President Taft, and that the 
President is considering him for the post 
of Ambassador to Austria. The Presi- 
dent has been visited by men of prom- 
inence, according to the dispatches, who 
have urged that the post be given to 
Kerenys. 

Unrewarded ‘in his own 
the senatorship, which has been the 
height of his ambition, Col. Kerens is 
said to be willing to throw aside his 
personal wishes and take a _ position 
which will remove him from the activi- 
ties of politics in his nome State and 
will accord him honor by his party.

Tells Story of Adventures. 

“I left home last Christmas,’”’ Pope 
said. “I had been working in the oil 
fields, and had worked in the business 
office of a paper in New Orleans. My 
folks wanted me to stay nearer home, 
but I didn’t like the town. 

“I went to Houston and worked at odd 
jobs there, went. on to ‘Dallas and 
couldn’t gét work, then went to Yort 
Worth and got a job in the sporting 
department of the Daily Record. 

“T Tikea it theré,"and thought 1 would 
stay, but late in February I had troubie 
with one of the editors and quit. 
knew a stock raiser who was going to 
make a shipment to St. Leuis, and I 
got him to send me along in charge of 
the cattle. 

“I had over $20, and I thought that 
with my transportation free I could get 
along on the money until I got a job 
in St. Louis. 

“So I started out Tuesday night, 
March 2, sleeping in the freight ca- 
boose and getting up at every stop to 
punch up the cattle and keep them 
from lying down and getting tangled 
in each other’s legs. 


Money Taken Frem Him. 

“At Parsons, Kan., a division point on 
the M., K. & T., I was standing in the 
yards when a man in plain clothes 
asked what I was doing there, and 
when I didn’t answer him as he thought 
I ought to, he took me to the police 
station, There they searched me, found 
my letters and my railroad transporta- 
tion, and told me they would let mevgo 
and get on my train if I would give 
bond. For bond they took all the mon- 
ey I had but $1, and a few nickels that 
had slipped down in the Hning of my 
coat and they hadn’t found. 

“I got on the train and came._on to 
St. Louis. I got here Friday morn- 
ing, went over to the Bast Side with 
my cattle, then came back and started 
looking for work. I went along Wash- 
ington avenue, and at all the wholsesale 
houses all they told me was, ‘We can’t 
use anybody.’ I offered to show them 
what I could do typewriting and in cler- 
ical work, but it was no use. 

Line Waiting to Wash Dishes. 

“I got a 10-cent bed Friday night, 
and Saturday I began answering adver- 
tisements. I don’t know the city, and 
every place I went to follow up an 
advertisement, I found a lot of men 
ahead of me. Men would tell me I 
could get dishwashing jobs in restau- 
rants to tide me over, but at the res- 
taurants I would find men standing in 
line waiting for such jobs. 

“All I got Saturday was a meal and 
10 cents for three hours’ work in a 
restaurant. I kept on looking around 
Sunday, but I couldn’t even get enough 
to eat. My money was almost all gone, 
and.the fellows I saw at the lodging 
houses began to tell me how I could 
get ‘handouts’ and money for a ‘flop,’ 
as they call a bed. But I wouldn’t beg, 
and when one of them offered me part 
of a loaf of bread he had begged. I 
wouldn’t eat it, though I was hungry. 

“Monday and Tuesday went the same 
way. I sold my watch, and used up 
the money in carfares hunting jobs that 
were always taken before I got to them. 
My last dime but one went for my 
Tuesday night's bed, and Wednesday, 
after walking eight or ten miles, I put 
my advertisement in the Post-Dis- 
patch.”’

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HADLEY SENDS 
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TILITIES BILL 


TO LEGISLATURE 
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a Staff Correspeudent of the

JEFFERSON -CITY, March 1L—Govy. 
Hadley’s proposition for a State Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission was submitted 
to the General Assembly today. 


The Commision is to consist of five 
members, not more than three of whom 
shall belong to any one political party, 
and the salary of each is fixed at $3500 
a year. 

In drafting the proposed law, which 
is modeled after the New York plan 
regulating all public service corpora- 
tions, the Governor was assisted by 
Senator McDavid of Greene County and 
Representatives Lindsay of Henry, 
Wade of Greene and Johnson of Ver- 
non, 

As both Democratic and Republican 
leaders are committed to the bill, no 
serious attempt to defeat it is. autici- 
pated. 

The $20,000,000 Union Electric Light 
Co., the United Railways and all other 
St. Louis public corporations will be 
regulated by the public utilities act, 
both in respect to their financial affairs 
and the rates which they will be al- 
lowed to charge for service. The new 
law will repeal the existing utility law, 
which gave the St. Louis Municipal As- 
sembly the right to create a ufilities 
commission. 

Suggested by Post-Dispatch. 

One of the things. which its authors 
hope to accomplish is to reform stock 
jobbing operations in public corpora- 
tions and the squeezing of all watered 
stock, 

At the commencement of the legis- 
lative session, the Post-Dispatch sug- 
gested a State utilities commission as 
the proper solution for the correction 
of corporation abuses in this State. 

Gov. Hadley responded at once with 
the assurance that he would give the 
question careful consideration,

New Grief Is Added to Those Which Have 
Driven Mother to Offer Children for 
Adoption by Strangers. 





Little Lewis Hollman, 2 years old, one 
of the three Children whose mother, 
Mrs,,, Birdie Hollman, wants to give 
them away because she can provide for 
them no longer, was discovered Thurs- 
day to be ill of pneumonia. 

The child was recovering from the 
measles and his mother thought it was 
the lingering effects of that disease 
that made him languid and flushed his 
baby face with fever. A physician sent 
by the Health Department called at the 
Hollman home, 2114 Blair avenue, 
Thursday, however, and told the grief- 
stricken mother and grandmother that 
it was not measies but dread pneumonia 
that ailed the little fellow. 

Lewis was put to'bed and the doctor 
left medicine for him, saying he would 
return at 8 a. m. Saturday to see how 
the child was progressing. 

“It is heart-breaking,’’ said Mrs. Hol- 
man, “‘to have poor little Lewis taken 
down this way just when, with so many 
kind people interested in us, everything 
seemed to be getting brighter."’ 

Thursday morning four women visit- 
ed the Holiman home. Two brought 
clothing and the other two, who were 
fashionably dressed and who rode in a 
trap that Mooked very grand to Mrs. 
Hollman and the children, said they 
would give Mrs. Erdin, Mrs. Holman’s 
aged mother, work at $1.50 a day as 
soon as the children were well enough 
for her to leave them. Mrs, Hollman 
said she did not know the names of 
any of the four. 

Many Want the Body. 

Eighteen women have offered to adopt 
Margaret, Mrs. Hollman’s 4-months-old 
baby. The 18 called at the Hollman 
home Wednesday afternoon and night, 
after reading in the Post-Dispatch that 
poverty and illness had ‘rendered the 
mother unable to care for her three lit- 
tle ones, whom she wanted to give away. 

Besides the 18 women, two men also 
asked for little Margaret. They were 
L. Eckmeier of 4107 North Broadway 
and F. C. Gates of 1316 North Market 
street. Eckmeter said he had a little 
daughter of his own and Gates said 
he had one child, a son, 16. Both de- 
clared they could give the baby ‘‘a 
good home.”’ 

Mrs. A. R. Schulte of 2703 North Tuir- 
teenth street wanted Lewis, 2 years old. 
She said her husband made a good sal- 
ary and that they owned real estate. 

“We want to adopt the boy, have him 

legally for our Own and make him our 
heir,” said Mrs. Schulte. 
But what gladdened the mother’s heart 
most of all was the kindly offer made 
by Mrs. J. H. Westphalen of 1448 North 
Garrison avenue, who was touched . by 
the pathetic story of the little family. 
She said she would take Oliver, the 
oldest child, and keep him until Mrs, 
Hollman could “‘get on her feet” and 
care for the boy herrelf. 

Besides all these callers, who trooped 
into the Hollman home as if a reception 
were in progress, some baskets of 
‘food and bundles of clothing were sent 
to the house and $3 in cash was placed 
in Mrs. Holiman's hand, trembling with 
mingled excitement, gratitude and the 
atress of grief.

Hollman appealed when her situation 
grew so desperate that she did not know 
which way to turn. She wrote a letter 
tu this paper, telling the pitiful plight 
she was in and asking assistance in 
finding homes for her three small de- 
pendents for whom she could provide 
no longer. 

Oliver, 4 years old, clung affectionate- 
ly to his mother, looking wonderingly 
at the tears that streamed down her 
worn cheeks, and strove to comfort her, 
saying over again and again, as though 
to reassure her: “Why, mamma, i 
wouldn't leave you—don’t you cry. I’m 
not going away.”’ 

Near by, rocking with the little 4- 
months-old baby asieep against her 
bosom. Mrs. Erdin sobbed and muttered 
tenderly as she gazed down at the 
tiny head: “Grandma can't care for 
her baby any more; grandma will have 
to give up her little darling.’’ 

Mrs. Holiman has been left emaci- 
ated by illness. Her cheeks are hollow 
and her eyes looked out from deep de- 
pressions. Her hands are thin and a 
stoop that tells of suffering and sor- 
row bends her shoulders. 

“Nobody knows how my neart aches 
when I think of giving them up,” she 
sobbed. ‘Nobody knows what they mean 
to me—how I love them. But here they 
are Starving, and I cannot bear it any 
longer. They wil] have to be cared 
for somehow, and then, I do not care 
what becomes of me. 

“My husband left me a year ago. [I 
guess he was just tired of me. He 
started to work one morning and I've 
hever seen him since, I came home to 
live with mamma. I didn’t have any 
place else to go. , Papa died shortiy 
after I came. Then my-brother, George, 
our only support, was killed in an ac- 
cident. Since then mamma has been 
working out. 

“She lost her position about Christmas 
time and since then has been: working 
by the day, doing washing and house- 
work. But since we've had measles in 
the house she can’t go out any more 
because we're quarantined. There isn’t 


anything to eat in the house—in fact.,. 


all we’ve had for days has been given 
us by neighbors. The coal is all gone. 
The rent is due. And a payment wii 
be due on the furniture Saturday. I’m 
afraid they will take that away from 
us, even if the agent lets us stay here.

Discuss Expediency of Speedy 
- Abolishment of 2-Cent | 
Passenger Fare. 


Whether passenger fares shal! be in- 
creased at once, or not until after the 
Legislature had adjourned, the

Mean Commission Will Ac- 
cept Only Original. 





Robert H. Whitelaw, vice-chairman of 
the Terminal Commission, refused to 
discuss the commission's position: with 
regard to the bill to vacate 18 acres of 
streets for the Terminal Railway Asag- 
Slation, when asked by the Post-Dis- 
patch to say what, in his judgment, 
would be acceptable to the Terminal 
Association in the matter. 

“The position of the commission was 
set forth in the report submitted to the 
Council Tuesday evening,’ said Mr. 
Whitelaw, ‘‘the objections to the: Coun- 
cil’s amendments to the original ordi- 
namce were set forth at that time and 
speak for themselves. I have nothing 
further to say in regard to the com- 
mission’s attitude.” 

Those interested in the pending bill 
take this to mean thaf no ordinance 
will be acceptable to the commission 
except the original one, which provided 
merely for the vacation of the streets 
end the construction of a subway at 
Compton avenue. 

Provisions of Amendments. 

The Council amendments provide that 
the streets to be vacated shall be re- 
duced in area to: 16-.acres, that Theresa 
and Ewing evenues be excluded from 
the vacation, that there be a viaduct in- 
Stead of a subway at Compton avenue, 
that a maximum switching charge of $2 
be fixed, that all rates be based on 
mileage, both for freight and passenger 
traffic entering as well as leaving st. 
Louis, that the Terminal Association 
pay the city $400,000 and give a bond for 
$500,000 as conditions precedent to the 
bill becoming, operative. 

To each of these amendments the Ter- 
minal Commission ‘objected. They were 
deciareg to be useless while the Termi- 
nal Assediation’s right to exist at al) is 
now an issue before the courts, and 
that the Council had gone outside its 
province in trying to subject the Termi- 
nal Association to municipal regulation.

VET CHOSEN FOR

Factional Fight Likely to Keep 
Physician Off Freehold- 
ers’ Ticket. 





Factionalism in the St. Louis Medical 
Society may prevent the withdrawal of 
August H. Hoffmann from the. Free- 
holders’ ticket so that a physician may 
be put on. Physicians aligned with the 
faction opposed to Dr. John C, Morfit, 
recommended as 4, substitute for Mr. 
Hoffmann, have urged Mr. Hoffmann not 
to withdraw. 

“Sq many physicians and others have 
urged me not to reaign that I hardly 
know what to do,” said Mr. Hoffmann 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘“‘The doc- 
tors are not harmonious on the propo- 
sition. 

“T received a letter frem Chairman 
Howe of the Republican City Commit- 
tee saying that I must take the initi- 
ative if I wish to withdraw in favor of 
a physician. I shall have to make up 
my mind about witharqwing later. As 
the matter ponents now I do not know 
what to do. 

One faction of physicians ‘enaren to 
have Dr. Fran.: J. Lutz on the Free- 
holders’ Board. The other faction 
wanted Dr. Morfit. The Democratic 
members of the sub-committee, ap- 
pointed to select the Beard of Freehold- 
ers, urged Dr. Lutz and the Republi- 
cans Dr. Morfit. 

It was finally decided by the sub- 
committee that it would be better to 
have no physician on the board than to 
have two physicians representing rival 
factions of the medical erganization.

Costs in the United States Govérn- 
ment’s great suit against the Standard 
Oil Co., to be argued in St. Louis be- 
ginning April 5, have already reached 
the enormous total of $1,000,000. The 
fees of the costliest counsel in the land, 
the pay of stenographers, experts and 
witnesses, the publication of massive 
volumes of testimony, and the court 
costs, alone estimated at $50,000, have 
contributed to this unprecedented ex- 
pense. 

The “St. Louis case,’’ as the proceed- 
ing is known from the fact that it was 
filed here, is a suit to dissolve the Oil 
Trust entirely under the Sherman anti- 
trust law. The preparation for it has 
been so complete that it will be made 
a model for future suits of the kind, 
notably the case against the Tobacco 
Trust. 

Since the reversal of Judge Landis’ 
$29,240,000 fine, the St. Louis proceeding 
has. become the Government’s chief 
weapon against the Rockefeller monop- 
oly. Attorney-General Wickersham says 
he has turned his back on all the other 
cases. 

The testimony of John D. Rockefeller, 
Henry H. Rogers and John D. Arch- 
bold was taken in New York. It is be- 
lieved that the case will be ready for 
pleading when it is taken up in the 


| United States Circuit Court here. Frank 


B. Kellogg of Minnesota and Charles 
B. Morrison of Chicago will represen 
the Government, and John G. Milburn 
of New York and J. G. Johnson of Phil- 
adelphia will be the company’s princi- 
pal counsel. 

If the Court arrives at a decision with- 
in a month or two an appeal may be 





made to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, so as to get it on the 
docket for the fall term in October. Oth- 
erwise it will have to go over to the 
spring terin next year. It is believed 
tha: the decision will be rendered soon, 
and that when the case gets to the 
United States Supreme Court it will be 
advanced on the docket for a speedy 
hearing. 

Suit was brought by the Government 
in this circuit in the spring of 1907 in 
a bill in equity under the Sherman anti- 
trust act to dissolve a combination of 
the Standard Oil Co., which was alleged 
to have absorbed and owned and con- 
trolled some 50 subsidiary companies, 
with the New Jersey corporation as the 
parent. The companies: operating in 
Missouri are alleged to be the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co., the Indiana and the Re- 
public Oil companies. 

A similar suit was brought in Ohio 
and the trust was dissolved by the Su- 
preme Court. 

The taking of testimony in the various 
suits brought by the Government 
against the Standard Oil Co. began Sept. 
1, 1907, and was continued from time to 
time in New York, Washington, Cleve- 
land, Chicago, Albany, and continued 
until Jan. 22, 1909. : 

In that time the enormous bulk of 25,-

It is set forth that on Nov. 20, 1908, 
Miss Hallen, as notary rublic, acknowl- 
edged the signatures of her employ- 
cr, M. Dwight Fortner, and his wife, 
to a deed of trust dated July 16, 1907, 
purporting to be a conveyance to the 
Et. Louis Union Trust Co., trustee for

The resolution calls on women and 

men to voice protest against the man- 
ner of the arrest and presses gratitude 
to the newspapers for their attitude 
toward it.

PHILADELPHIA, March 11.—With a 
keen desire to reach an early decision 
and thus avoid a. suspension of work, 
the representatives of the United 
Mine. Workers of America and the 
presidents of the coal-carrying railroads 


met today in the onsuce of President 


Baer of the Reading in the Reading 
Terminal Building and began negotia- 
tions for a new agreement, to go into 
effect at the expiration of the present 
‘working agreement on March 31. 

Not since the present organization of 
miners became active in the anthracite 
region of Pennysivan have the work> 
men and the employers entered upon 
negotiations with a better feeling and 
understanding and with better pros- 
pects of*reaching a settlement without 
resorting to radical action. 

Thomas L. Lewis, national president 
of the miners’ union, who today met the 
hard-coal operators in formal conference 
for the first time, arrived from the West 
early today, and berore going to. the 
Reading Terminal held a final meeting 
with the officers and Executive Board 
members 
tricts. 

Most of the pfesidents of the coal 
roads and representatives of the inde- 
pendents had arrived before the meeting 
began, 


Demands of the Miners. 
The demands of the anthracite min- 


ers, as drafted at a convention in Scran- 
ton last October and approved by the 
national convention at Indianapolis in 
January, are as follows: 

1. That an agreement shall be ne- 
gotiated between the representatives 
of the miners and the operators of 
the anthracite region and a)l disputes 
arising under the contract shall be 
adjusted. as provided for in the said 
agreement. 

2. We demand the complete recog- 
nition of the United Mine Workers 
of America as a party to negotia- 
tions in wage contract, and the 
United Mine Workers of America 
shall be recognized in the right. to 
provide any method necessary for the 
collection of revenue for the organ- 
ization. 

3..We demand an eight-hour day; 
with no reduction in wages. | 
ihe That all coal shall be mined and 
paid for by the ton of 2000 pounds. 

Increase in Wages Asked, 

6. We demand @ definite and more 
uniform scale of wages and prices 
for all class of labor at all collieries 
in the anthracite region and that all 
employes paid $1.60 or less per day 
shall receive a 10 per cent advance, 
and all employes paid more than $1.50 
and fess than $2 per day shall receive 
a 5 per. cent advance 

6. That the s-stem whereby a con- 
tract miner has more than one job 
or employs more than two laborers 
be abolished. : 

7. That the employers be required 
to issue uniform pay statements des- 
ignating. the name of the company, 
the name of the employe, the colliery 

_- where employed, the amount of 
Wages and the class of work per- 
formed. 

8. That the contract shall be made 
for a: period of one year. -s 
When the above demands became 


| known to the operators several months 


ago they made public ai statement 
through their New York agents that 
the demands would not be granted, and 
strongly intimated that they would ask 
that the present ihree-years agreement 
be renewed. The present agreement is 
th same as the working arrangement 
made by the anthracite coal strike com- 
mission in 1908.

HE SUGGESTS CHANGE 


Tells Advertising Men’s League 
They Might Help to Bring 
It About. 





St. Louis newspapers do not boost the 
town as they should, in the opinion of 
George D. Markham, an insurance man, 
He says this is true of all the news- 
papers here. 

Mr. Markham was a speaker at the 
noonday lunch Wednesday for the St. 
Louis -Advertising Men’s League. - His 
subject was “Advertising St. Louis.” 
After dwelling on various methods of 
doing this, he concluded: 

“The most effective engine of pub- 
licity for a city is the newspaper. St. 
Louis newspapers can best advertise St. 
Louis. But it is the common opinion of 
St. Louis business men that they don’t, 
The attitude of newspapers here toward 
the town is not that of newspapers in 
other cities—they are not so loyal nor so 
enthusiastic for the city’s growth and 
welfare. 

“Roosting” Is Advised, 

“Tf this is true—and Iethink no one 
will disagree with me—the Admen’s 
League is properly the organization to 
set about remedying it. You gentlemen 
can go to the newspapers as their 
friends and allies, and your word will 
carry weight with them. Tell ’em to 
boost.”’ 

E. H. Simmons, in support of what 
Mr. Markham said, gave as an iillustra- 
tion the difference between newspaper 
accounts of a hardware men’s conven- 
tion held in Kansas City and another 
held’ here. The Kansas City newspapers 
boosted, he said, and gave the conven- 
tion columns of space, while the St. 
Louis newspapers almost. ignored it. 
The lunch broke up after that, and 
there was no further format discussion 
of the. subject. 

> Public Taste Changing. 

Discussing his Speéch later, Mr, Mark- 
ham said: . 

"The. illustration as to  sthe Kansas 
City néwspapers was apt. ‘The: news- 
papers there seem to be in a conspiracy 
of silence to prevent the publication of 
facts Gérogatory to the town. They are 
always putting in a good word for Kan- 
sas City.:More of that spirit in. St. Louis 
would help. 

“I realize that in a larger city the 
pressure of news is greater, but the 


j; fault of the newspapers here lies as 


much in ‘what is printed as in what is 
not printed. I think this is due in a 
méasure to the public, taste, but this ts 
rapidly changing. 

“There is more interest in the walfare 
of St. Louls now among the mass of St. 
Louisans than ever before, as is shown 
by the remarkable growth of the various 
civic organizations. The boosting senti- 
ment is growing stronger. every day, 
and it seems to me that the newspapers 
ought to recognize it.”’

Most of the money with which they 
carried on this business was borrowed 
from the National Stock Yarks Bank, of 
which C. Gordon Knox was president. 

It is alleged that seven years ago the 
two Horton brothers borrowed in the 
neighborhood of $100,000 on fraudulent 
mortgages on cattle that did not exist 
and that with the money they fled to 


distilling business and failed. 

Mr. Hess, their partner, was ruined 
by the losses through the Horton broth- 
ers. 

Soon after the Horton brothers disap- 
peared seven years ago they were in- 
dicted upon a charge of “uttering worth- 
less securities,” and this is the charge 
upon which John L. Horton will be 
tried. His brother, Roy,. is in Guate- 
mala. 

The United States has no extradition 
treaty with Guatemala by which the 
Hortons could be brought back to this 
country and although the officers knew 
for seven years that the fugitives were 
there they could not bring them here.

AN AMERICAN: 
AUTY. “15 DEAD 


Daughter of Late Senator 
Mitchell Kept Long Vigil 
to Save Child. 


PARIS, March 11.—Francois, 
year-old son of the Duchess de la 
Rochefoucauld, died today. He had 
been ill for six weeks of meningitis. 

His mother, who was the beautiful 
Mattie Mitchell, daughter of the late 
United’ States* Senator Mitchell, of Ore- 
gon, is ill, worn out by the straih 
of nursing and the dread of losing her 
only child. 

The boy, who bears his father's sec- 
ond title, Duke de Liancourt, lacked 
three months of being four years old. 
He fell ill of a fever fifty-six days ago, 
and during that period his mother had 
left his bedside only at longs intervals 
for brief rest. 

In February, 1891, Miss Mattie Mitch- 
ell, one of the loveliest girls in Wash- 
ington society, married, in Paris, Fran- 
cois Alfred Easton, Duke de la Koche- 
foucauld, Duke de Liancourt, Duke 
d’Auville and Prince de Marcillac. The 
marriage was a love match. The bride 
had a little fortune. 

The Duke is the head of a family 
which dates back to the eleventh cen- 
t:-y. His mother was the vivandiere of 
a regiment in Algiers when his father 
married her. The marriage so infuri- 
ated the Duke's family that they di- 
verted much of the estates from the suc- 
cession, so that the present Duke is 
comparatively poor.

Judge John Ulrich, Confined 
10 Years, Paroled After Lin- 
coln Day Speech. 





NEW YORK, March 1..—After 0 
years’ confinement in thé Morris Plains 
Insane Asylum, former Judge John U1- 
rich of Plainfield, N. J.,has been released 
on parole. He won his freedom by a 
remarkable speech he made on Lincoln’s 
tirthday, when he eulogized the mar- 
tyred President. ~ 

Up to the moment he began his ad- 
dress he was considered insane, when 


he had finished the asylum physicians 
were. convinced he nad regained pos- 
session of his mental faculties. Hig 
wife died while he was in the institu- 
tion. Judge Ulrich had been prominent 
in the Republican politics of New Jer- 
sey before his confinement in Morris 
Plains. Twice he was sent to the 
Legislature. He served several terms 
as a judge. He was an idefatigabie 
worker. Suddenly he collapsed. He re- 
covered apparently, but his friends 
thought it wiser to nave him placed 
where he could be watched constantly, 
Which was done against his strenuous 
objections. 
Tells of His Struggles. 

Surrounded by his relatives, who 
treated him as one who had suddenly 
returned from the grave, Judge Vlrich 
said: 

“I knew I was sane. At first I fought, 
mentally, at my confinement and bent 
every energy to gain my freedom. That 
battle was going on inside of me, here” 
(placing a finger on his forehead). 

“Sometimes my mental anguish would 
‘be so great that I’d almost cry out, 
all my efforts to gain my liberty seemed 
s0 impotent. Fortunatefy those expert- 
ences were very few, but they are be- 
yond my power to describe. 

“Finally I resigned myself and de- 
cided to wait and see wnat time would 
bring. I spent my time reading, mostly 
of Lincoln. «a few days before Feb. 12 
yt heard exercises were to be held on 
Lincoln's. birthday. I was asked if I 
would make an address on the great 
emancipator to doctors of the institu- 
tion and some guests. 

“I was suddenly thrilled with a hope 
that I had never entertained in all the 
years I had been in the asylum. I 
realized that this would be the greatest 
opportunity I’d never have to prove my 
contentions that,] was not a madman. 

All Depended on One Move. 

“Up to noon of the 12th I worked as 
I had never worked before in my life. 
I was feverish with anxiety. I felt that 
almost life itself depended on one throw 
of the dice. 

“Again I went over Lincoln's life, I

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PRESIDENT WILSON’S ADVICE. 

“Simplification,” the keynote of the address 
President Wilson of Princeton on Government at 
the Civic League’s banquet is timely and perti- 
nent to the work of revising the city charter. 
This is the remedy he suggests for many of the 
public evils from which we are suffering and the 
process by which the people may regain control 
of their government. 

There may be differences of opinion concerning 
Mr. Wilson’s criticism of the “perfectly balanced” 
national and state governments—the three inde- 
pendent: divisions of executive, legislative and 
judicial functions checking each other, and his 
proposed application of the simplification rem- 
edy to them, but there is none concerning the 


propriety of applying it to the municipal govern- 


ments among well-informed students of them. 
The division of powers and functions and the 
maintaining of checks and balances between the 
divisions have a basis of reason where political 
principles and rights need safeguarding, but they 
are largely superfluous in municipal sgovern- 
ments which have nothing to do with political 
rights, but are in essence corporations organized 
to transact the business of communities and to 
enforce such regulations as may be necessary to 
make their activities safe and harmonious. 

Our present charter was devised on the theory 
that the city is a political entity requiring the 
safeguards of division and balance which the 
national and State constitutions embodied. Its 
elaborate system of “checks and balances” with 
executive and dual legislative branches separate 
from its practical working forces have proved %b- 
stacles to the efficient transaction of municipal 
business. In the working out of municipal prob- 
lems we have found it necessary to divorce che 
municipality from politics and to concentrate 
upon business. The work of the municipal gov- 
ernment is to handle the practical business con- 
cerns of the community, such as sanitation, sew- 
age, streets, fire protection, water, street rail- 
ways and other public utilities, eleemosynary 
institutions, etc. The business organization capa- 
ble of dealing promptly, efficiently and econom- 
ically with, these necessaries is vanes best form of 
government. 

In framing our new charter, President Wilson’s 
advice to concentrate responsibility upon a few 
men and to-make the government as simple and 
efficient for practical work so far as the State 
Constitution, which requires two legislative 
houses, permits, should be kept in mind. The 
evolutionary progress of municipalities tend ‘to 
the corporate instéad of the political organiza- 
tion as the best form for accomplishing necessary 
ends in the government of cities. 
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The only drawback to the complete success of 
the Paderewski concert was the management. 
The wonderful accoustic properties and the admir- 
able arrangement of the Coliseum were again de- 
monstrated. But the practical plans for, taking 
care of the throng were woefully deficient. In the 
absence of well-informed ushers and plain signs 
indicating the sections several thousand persons 
wandered about seeking their seats and finally 
taking what they could find. The opening of the 
concert was delayed on this account. Only the 
commodiousness of the atiditorium prevented in- 
extricable confusion. If these events are to be 
repeated the country circus features of the man- 
agement should be eliminated. 





When President Taft’s military aide came to 
him under orders from Mrs, Taft that the Presi- 
dent join her at an afternoon concert without de- 
lay, the new Chief Executive of the nation at 
once dismissed an important political conference 
and yielded obediently to the summons. “And 
don’t you ever dare to disobey her orders,” he 
said, laughing, to the military messenger. 

This is a strong bid for suffragette support 
and for the friendly countenance of womankind 
in general. The feminine heart has a very soft 
place for just such a figure as Mr. Taft then 
presented—a burly man, dominating other men, 
yet bowing his proud head meekly to his wife. 
That’s the ideal husband, from woman’s point of 
view, and it is safe to say that “Big Bill” has 
tremendously strengthened hifnself by his “hur- 
ry-up” automobile dash in obedience to his wife’s 
call. 

The incident was a graphic indorsement of 
George Bernard Shaw, as well, presenting ‘“Man 
and Superman” in a very distinguished setting 
indeed. 
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If all the women should emigrate they could 
obtain the franchise as a condition of their re- 
turn. There is no doubt about that. But Mrs. 
Villard is mistaken in thinking a unanimous 
threat to emigrate would bring the men to 
terms. No woman who tells a man everything 
she is going to do can hope to. influence him. 
Only by keeping him guessing can she ever ex- 
pect the faintest dominion over him. 
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HIS FINAL SHOWING. 

The last monthly report on the “Commerce and 
Finance of the United States,” distributed from 
Washington under the Roosevelt administrations, 
has reached St. Louis with its final showing 
of his results tabulated on the last page. 

The first page gives the present population of 
the United States (Jan. 1, 1909)-as 87 for every 50 
people in the country in 1880... Counted in round 
‘millions, this is an increase of 74 per cent, 
with the last eight years estimated. The increase 
between 1880 and 1900 shown by the census is 
not quite 54 per cent. 

At the close of the Roosevelt administration, 
the last page of the report shows the administra- 
tion spending $18.23 for every $6.12 spent for 


| civil and miscellaneous expenses under the Re- 


publican administration in 1880. This is nearly 
three to one in round millions, or nearly three 
hundred per cent increase in civil expenses, while 


| population was increasing 67 per cent. Compared 


with the McKinley record in 1900 on this item, the 
Roosevelt administration spent $1823 in its last 
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McKinley’s $50; against $25.56 in the last year of 
Hayes and $25.48 in the first year of Garfield. 

This is the final showing made during his term 
for his last complete year. He “went the pace.” 
The figures show the pace he went and what it 
cost beyond all previous records and beyond what 
had been imagined as possible under an Amer- 
ican President. 

Mr. Rockefeller won’t give all of the $29,000,- 
000 which he saved Wednesday to colleges and‘ 
churches. But he will no doubt give generous 
thanksgivings in various quarters where he is

The Constitution and the Injunction. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The first section of the Third Article of the Consti- 
tution -provides that: The judicial power of the 
United States shall be vested in one Supreme Court, 
and in such inferigr courts as the Congress may from 
time to time ordain and establish. The Second Sec- 
tion of the same article defines the extent of power 
vested in these courts as follows: The judicial 
power shalb extend to all cases in law equity, aris- 
ing, etc. Congress may or may not create these in- 
ferior courts, but once created, the Constitution vests 
in them the equity jurisdiction. Now, everyone 
knows that the injunction is part of the object mat- 
ter of the equity jurisdiction, without infringing on 
the powers of these courts vested in them by the 
Constitution. If it should be said that, while Con- 
gress cannot take away this injunction jurisdiction, 
it may regulate and restrict it, the answer would 
be: First, the grant of the equity jurisdiction covers 
all matters coming under this jurisdiction and that 
it is the exclusive province of the court to determine 
what matters are so included. Second, an attempt 
on the part of Congress to determine when an in- 
junction should issue and when not, would be an en- 
croachment on the independence of the judiciary and 
a taking away from this department of the Govern- 
ment a part of the power conferred on it by the Con- 
stitution. Hence any anti-injunetion law passed by 
Congress would be unconstitutional. Judging from 
its past inclinations, this is the line of argument 
which it is most reasonable to suppose the Supreme 
Court would adopt. This point of constitutional law 
has not yet been raised, but it will “jump up like the 
Knox matter’ when the time comes to apply it. 
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Management to Blame. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The public have reason to congratulate themselves 
on the adoption of the pay-as-you-enter system, First, 
because they are not annoyed by the continual pass- 
ing up and down the aisle of a bulky conductor seek- 


‘ing to collect fares, oftentimes from those whom he 


has previously collected. Second, the passengers get- 
ting on the cars are safe in securing a good foothold 
of the steps before the car starts. Third, the passen- 
ger in getting off the car has a front and back exit, 
with a certainty of a stop where they desire to get 
off. In other words, the safety of the public is as- 
suréd by the motorman and conductor, both stationed 
at their proper posts. The ‘“‘traps” mentioned in 
your paper should not be used against the system. 
This is caused by the desire of the local manage- 
ment to adopt a good plan on an economical basis 
at the expense of public comfort and human life. 
Contrast: In the East the back platform is large 
enough to hold 20 people, and no one is permitted to 
stand on this platform, but must pass into the car, 
as they pay their fares, thus the platform is left 
clear to take on passengers at the next stop. In 
this city the platform is narrow and divided by an 
iron railing, behind which the smokers are allowed 
to stand, thus delaying the car at stops, in order 
that passengers may single file into the car, many 
of whom have to scramble in a deep pocketbook for 
a “lost” nickel. In the East the door of exit, as 
well as the door of entrance on the back platform 
can pass out of both doors.

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A FORGOTTEYN HISTORY-MAKER. 
From Today’s New York World. 

The death by suicide of Hinton Rowan 
Helper, fermer Consul at Buenos Ayres, 


was 8 years old and to the present 
generation a name only, if he was even 
that. Half a century ago he was 
famous in every corner of the land. 

A youth of 28, a North Carolinian of 
inferior birth and limited education, 
Helper published in 1857 a book which 


‘Uncle Tom's Cabin” had failed to do, 
and which dealt slavery one of the most 
powerful blows it received. In ‘The 
Impending Crisis’’ Helper attacked slav- 
ery on its economic side; contrasting 
the progress of the free North with the 
backwardness of Southern development 
under slave labor; and where Mrs. 
Stowe’s volume had contained state- 
ments capable of dispute or disproof 
Helper’s argument was unanswerable, 
His book was packed with remorseless 
facts vivified with fiery rhetoric, With- 
in four years 150,000 copies of ‘‘The Im- 
pending Crisis’ were published. The 
Republican party circulated it as a cam- 
paign document. ) 

Helper addressed his book “To the 
nonslave-holding whites of the South,” 
comprising the bulk of the Southern 
white population, and preved how the 
domination of an oligarchy of 8000 slave- 
owners had paralyzed industry and put 
a blight en agricultural growth. He 
cited the billion dollar excess of farm 
values in favor of the free states and 
showed that the hay crop alone of the 
free states exceeded in value the com- 
bined cotton, tobacco, rice, hemp, sugar 
cane and hay crops of the slave states; 
how the maximum price of land In Ken- 
tucky was less than half the minimum 
price in Ohio; how there were three 
times as many people and eight times 
as many schools in free Michigan as in 
slave Arkansas. 

He set off the illiteracy of the South 
against the intelligence of the North, 
where were ‘located practically all of the 
nation’s 300 publishing houses. He re- 
called the old pre-eminence of the South 
before the incubus of slavery had been 
fastened too heavily upon it, when 
Philadelphia sent to Charleston for finer 
goods than could be bought at home. 
He instanced the hostility of the slave 
aristocracy of Richmond to industrial 
enterprise as evidenced by its discour- 
agement of Abbott Lawrence’s project 
of utiliging the water power of the 
James and affording Virginia the manu- 
facturing wealth Massachusetts was to 
gain from Lowell and Lawrence. 

Helper lived to see the full realization 
of his prophecy that the South needed 
only to be freed from the curse of slave 
labor to keep pace with the North in 
commercial and agricuitural advance- 
ment. Obloquoy was heaped on him; 
he had betrayed the South to its aboli- 
tionist foes. The party reward of a 
South American consulship removed him 
from activity and he became known 
only as the projector of the Three 
Americas Railway. He wrote other vol- 
umes, but he was distinctively a man 
of one book, and that one of the most 
important political tracts of American 
history.

ATLANTA, Ga., March  11.—Gen. 
Ciement A. Evans, commander-in-chief 
of the United Confederate Veterans, 
and chairman of the Prison Commission 
of Georgia, advocates chloroforming 
criminals who receive oe death sen- 
tence.
